The corrupt Hague machine today 
railroaded three workers to jail for 
30 days because they were picketing 
the Miller Parlor Furniture Co., 
where a strike is now in progress 
under the leadership of the Purni- 
ture Workers Industrial Union. 


The workers, Abe Rothbaum and 
Able Hendy, two. strikers, and 
Goldie Perlow, wife of Max Perlow, 
general secrétary of the union, were 
framed by the vicious labor-hating 
Judge William J. McGovern, boot- 
licker of the notorious Mayor Hague, 
staunch supporter of President 
Roosevelt and the N. R. A. 


This frame-up opens the road for

Conditions of the workers are 
very bad in these mills. Some of 
the workers get only 16 hours 
work a week. A committee from 
the paper, The Lancaster Worker, 
offered to cooperate with the 
strikers and urged that they carry 
on the fight for higher wages and 
the 30-hour week. 

The strikers have been urged to 
elect a rank and file committee 
to lead the strike and mobilize 
the workers for picket duty.

Packing House Men 
Prepare Strike in 
Indiana Plants 


3,000 Vote for Strike ; 
A, F. L. Leader OK’s 
Seabby Agreement 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 26— 
Over three thousand packinghouse 
workers in this city, “The Cross- 
Roads of the Nation,” are preparing 
for struggle and strike action. for 
higher wages and improved work- 


ing conditions. Approximately 
2,600 are employed at Kingan’s, 
large, independent packers, and 


about 500 at Armours. The work- 
ers are organizing in the A. F. of L., 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters’ Union. 

A week ago the day shift mem- 
bers of the union took a strike vote, 
with 92 per cent of the workers 
voting for strike if the demands are 
refused. The night shift workers 
took similar action. The wunder- 
standing is that the workers will 
strike if the demands are refused. 

Last week the international offi- 
cials of the union were down here, 
and wrote up a proposed. agreement 
which was accepted by Galloway, 
the local leader. Galloway, inciden- 
tally, has previously been kicked 
out of several unions by the 
aroused workers for his misleading 


tactics. 
This a ayy agreement is 
typical, ca for the infamous 


“merit” clause. The only mention 
of wages runs as follows: “Wages 
are to be increased if there is a 
similar increase in the packing 
houses in the rest of the country.” 
This will actually mean no wage 
increase at all, 


The Communist Party of In- 
dianapolis, in.a leaflet issued to the 
packinghouse workers, called upon 
them to prepare for struggle, and 
pledged its support to the workers. 
The C. .P. warned the workers 
against the strikebreaking N. R. A. 
boards, such as those which broke 
the Real Silk strike here, and 
against the splitting tactics of 
Galloway, who has repeatedly raised 
the “red scare” The leaflet further 
calls upon the workers, Negro and 
white, to unite around a real pro- 
gram of demands, calling first for: 

1. At least 20 per cent increase in 
pay, minimum rate to be 50 cents 
an hour for common iabor. 
2. Guarantee of at least 32 hours’ 
work per week. 3. Recognition of 
department and shop committees, 
and the union of your choice. 
4. No discrimination on account of 
union membership, race or color, 
equal pay for equal work. 5. Against 
the speed-up. 

It is of particular importance, 
also, to stress the unity of Negro 
and white, for this is Jim-Crow In- 
dianapolis, and there are hundreds 
of Negro workers in the plant.

Monnesson Toilers Had 
Started Picketing 
Before Betrayal 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 2% — 
The rank and file of the Amal- 
gamated Association in the Pitts- 
burgh District are already mobiliz- 
ing the real rank and file opposi- 
tion against the Tighe-Green be- 
trayal. 

It is reported that a meeting was 
held in McKeesport with represen- 
tatives from many of the lodges in 
the Pittsburgh District at which 
over 50 A. A. rank and file mem- 
bers were present. They adopted an 
opposition program, elected commit- 
tees in each local union to fight for 
this program and organize opposi- 
tions in each local union. The re- 
sentment of the rank and file 
toward the committee of 10 and 
their part in the betrayal was ex- 
pressed this week when a group of 
workers from McKeesport Tin Plate 
surrounded Forbeck, chairman of 
the Committee of Ten, when he was 
leaving the mill and called him a 
double-crosser and other names 
which steel workers use to express 
their resentment against such be- 
.trayers. 


Several hundred workers present 
at this time and though only two 
or three took an active part in this 
and threatened Forbeck with phys- 
ical violence, the workers in the 
plant all looked on and grinned with 
approval at Forbeck’s precarious po- 
sition. 

Monessen Picket Line 


On the strike day, before word 
had reached Monessen that the 
strike had been called off, without 
any leadership, the workers began 
to form in front of the mill and 
picketed the mill a whole night, 
until definite proof was given to 
them that the strike had been of- 
ficially called off. Over 300 work- 
ers participated in this. They came 
to the gate with their lunch buckets 
and stopd there the whole night in 
a virtual picket line, expressing 
their desire to strike and were much 
disappointed when they heard of 
the strike betrayal. 

The A. A. claims 100 per cent or- 
ganization in this plant, but the 
workers insist on organizing a mass 
meeting to organize into the Steel 
and Metal Workers Industrial 
Union. Such a meeting was ar- 
ranged for Friday, but the Mayor 
at the last minute maneuvered and 
prevented the distribution of leaf- 
lets for the meeting. Plans are be- 
ing made to hold a meeting within 
a few days. 

The work of the Steel and Metal 
Workers Industrial Union in taking 
advantage of a very favorable sit- 
uation to build the union into a 
mass organization in the steel in- 
dustry is seriously hampered by the 
lack of funds to carry through the 
necessary Organizational work. This 
must be immediately overcome. The 
$2,000 drive so far has been shame- 
fully neglected. The good wishes 
of the sympathizers of the left wing 
labor movement is not sufficient to 
realize organizational results from 
the present very favorable situation. 
Such sympathies must be in the 
material form.

Steel Union Demands Guarantee of Workers 


_—_-- — 


Delegation in Capital 
Demands Dispersal of 


Armed Forces 


WASHINGTON, D.C., June 26.— 
The delegation of the Steel and 
Metal Workers’ Industrial Union. 
which included James Eagan and 
Pat Cush, secretary and president 
of the 8. M. W. I. U.; William F. 
Dunne, of the National Committee 
of the Trade Union Unity League, 
and a number of steel workers from 
the mills, yesterday presented to 
the Department of Labor in Wash- 
ington the following proposals for 
the carrying through of elections in 
the steel industry. These proposals 
cover the question of the necessary 
guarantees to establish the right of 
workers to organize into unions of 
their own choice and elect union 
representatives. 

1. Basic guarantees shall be set 
up so that all iron, steel and tin 
workers shall have the full and un- 
restricted right to vote for what 
union and for such union represen- 
tatives as they choose. 

The purpose of these guarantees 
is to give to workers the same un- 
restricted right to vote for the form 
and kind of union organization and 
the representatives they want as is

supposed to prevail in election for 
city, county, state and federal gov- 
ernment officials. Such guarantees 
must include: (a) The unqualified 
opening up of all company towns, 
s:eel industry communities, plants, 
mills and all auxiliary enterprises 
for full and free discussion of the 
issues involved, i. e., the right of 
workers to organize in unions of 
their choice, the right to deal with 
the companes through ther chosen 
representatives, the question of the 
difference between genuine union- 
ism and company unionism, the 
right to strike and picket, etc. 
Dispersal of Armed Forces 

2. The immediate disarming, dis- 
charge and dispersal of all armed 
forces maintained by the companies 
whether or not they have been 
given a nominal legal standing by 
being sworn in by sheriffs, police 
chiefs, county attorneys or other 
local, state or federal officials. 

3. The immediate abolition of 
the company spy systems. A list of 
all employes or others serving in 
this capacity shall be published 
with identifying photographs oppo- 
site each name. 

4. The abolition of the practice 
of blacklisting. No worker shall be 
discharged or refused cmployment 
because of political opinions or 
union activity. ~ 


(a) Additional guarantees shall 
be set up to prevent discrimination 
against Negro workers and foreign- 
born workers. 

5. All workers, employed and un- 
employed, who were employés of 
any concerh in the industry in the 
years 1928-29 shall be eligible to 
vote in the elections. 

(a) The office staffs of the vari- 
ous companies shall have their 
votes tabulated separately. These 
votes shall not be included in the 
total vote, but the result of the 
total vote of this category.of em- 
ployes shall apply only to ‘their 
special category. 

6. The ballot shall be worded in 
substantially the following manner: 


a. Are you in favor of the trade 
and industrial unions controlled by 
‘workers, which are part of the 
American labor movement? Vote

monly called company unions— 
having mo connection with the 
American labor movement. Vote 
Yes or No.

8. During this period additional 
special guarantees shall be estab- 
lished so that all unions, their mem- 
bers and their representatives shall 
have full freedom to organize and 
hold meetings, debates, to distribute 
newspapers, other literature, leaflets, 
pamphlets, etc., for the posting of 
placards, handbills, etc. in the 
plants, mills, auxiliary enterprises 
and all the incorporated and un- 
incorporated villages, towns, cities, 
and in all counties and states 
where there are steel plants and 
mills and subsidiary enterprises.

Bosses Put 


Wage-Cut Scheme 


Refuse to Fight for the 
Wage Increases as the 
Agreement Expires 


By a Shoe Worker Correspondent 

BOSTON, Mass.—On reporting to 
work on Monday morning in several 
shoe shops, the workers were told 
to take their. tools and leave until 
further notice. In some shops they 
were told that unless the union 
agrees to a wage cut the shop will 
either move, or shut down. In one 
of these shops, the Harvard Shoe, 
the crew of 500 was given a wage 
cut, of 744 per cent only last week. 
No official reason for the lay-offs or 
lockout has been given so far either 
by the manufacturers or the union. 

With several weeks off from the 
expiration date of the present 


agreement, A ist, the shoe 
manufacturers attempt to - 
ize by layoffs, and de.

Deprived of Work 
While Wife Slaves 
In Cigar Factory 


LANCASTER, Pa—In the last 
three years I have done nod work 
except for the local commissary be- 
hind the counter. I got $2 a wack, 
but it was snatched by the land- 
lord first shot. It took months to 
get shoes and other needed things. 
They tried to pawn off old third- 
hand clothing. 

Many times meat, lard and but- 
ter spoiled for lack of ice. Cans of 
corn and tomatoes burst because of 
the rotten condition of the contents 
when canned. The stuff was good 


stay home and take care of the 
little children. I wash, do the scrub- 
bing, etc. 

My wife and her fellow workers 
must. work at top speed in a hot, 
moist unclean atmosphere. On many 
occasions, particularly during the 
summer, the girls keel over from 
extreme fatigue—but they’re 50 
afraid of the pink slip that they 
dare not rest. 

Before the N. R. A. they got $4.50 
a week, but even double this is far 
too little for a decent standard of 
living. The work has been speeded 
up since the N. R. A. 

At last I have learned that there 
is only one thing left for me to do, 
that is join the C. P., the only or- 
ganization that is exposing this rot- 
ten condition under which able- 
bodied men and women are forced 
to starve in the midst of plenty. 

The Communist Party is fighting 
for the overthrow of this rotten 
system (and for the building up of 
a workers’ ruie where no starvation 
or unemployment will exist, and no 
rich parasites make profit off of us. 


Labor Unpaid 


In Municipal 
Lodging House

NEW YORK.—One of the worst 
forms of working class exploitation 
is the contemptible practice of the 
Department of Public Welfare of 
the City of New York of having un- 
paid labor perform all tasks, cler- 
ical, manual (even . stenographers 
are employed on the unpaid basis) 
in the Muhicipal Lodging House, 
the inducement being a better grade 
of food than that furnished to the 
man who comes into the public 
— house and does no work at 
a 


The “industrial,” as these unpaid 
workers are termed, is employed for 
meals, lodging and credits. “Credits” 
is the term used to designate an 
industricus, sober or half-sober 
member of the paupers. Some of 
these are promoted after a lapse 
of a varying period, usually one to 
five weeks, to $30 a month and 
maintenance, but the best positions 
are held by either political or civil 
Service appointees. Many of these 
paid employees loaf around at the 
expense of the “industrial,” who is 
very often a man of superior ability.

A Tip on Rent 
Relief Checks 


NEW YORK.—I wonder how 
many readers know that when a 
landlord accepts a City Rent Relief 
ticket, he accepts that as the full 
rent, regardless of what the rent 
may be. By that I mean that if the 
rent is, say, $20 ner month, and the 
relief ticket (if you can get one!) 
is for $16, then once the landlord 
has accepted that $16 relief check. 
he can’t or rather he has no legal 
right, to ask you for the other $4. 

The boss I work for asks the 
tenants regularly for the extra one 
or two dollars or whatover it may 
be. Most tenants do not know that 
on the relief ticket it says ‘For shel- 
ter from (say) June 1 to July 1,” 
and that they don’t have to pay a 
cent more to live in the flat that 
month. All Unemployment Councils 
should tell their members of this. 

Of course once the tenant does 
this, the landlord will probably re- 
fuse to accept his relief rent check 
for the next month. He can then 
dispossess the tenant, but the 
chances are about even that a judge 
will throw the disvossess out of 
court. In most cases, as the dif- 
'ference is only a dollar or two, the 
landlord will reduce the rent to 
the amount of the relief check.

Musicians Aided 
By ILD Against 
Police Terror 


NEW YORK.—Last Monday, June 
18, eight musicians were given sum- 
monses for loitering in the vicinity 
of Broadway and 48th St. This sec- 
tion of Broadway has served as a 
market place and sort of exchange 
where musicians are accustomed ‘o 
gather much in the same fashion 
as the workers in the garment dis- 
trict meet around 38th St. and Sev- 
enth Ave. 

The last few weeks has seen in- 
creased activity on the part of the 
police to drive the musicians away 
from this section. These activities 
reached a head by the issuance of 
summonses to frighten ,the musi- 
cians away. 

The International Labor Defense 
assigned a lawyer. to one of the 
summoned musicians. In court on 
Wednesday morning the I. L. D. 
lawyer not. only defended his own 
client but the seven other musicians 
as well, and succeeded in getting 
their cases dismissed. 

The enthusiasm of the musicians 

for the defense given them was very 
great. Most of them had never 
heard of the I. L. D. except 
vaguely in connection with the 
Sco‘tsboro. case. On ithe strength 
of this dismissal 100 “What To Do 
When Under Arrest” leaflets were 
sold and many back numbers of the 
Labor Defender had been dis- 
tributed within half an hour. After 
the Labor Defender had been dis- 
tributed, two more musicians went 
to I. L. D. headquarters and secured 
counsel for their case, which came 
up Friday. This case was also dis- 
missed. 
' Because of this ac.ivity of the I. 
L. D. at least 200 musicians have 
been contacted. This sort of thing 
makes musicians realize that they 
are workers and that the I. L. D, is 
really “the shield of the working 
class.” 

This is being submitted to the 
Daily Worker because it has fought 
with the musicians for the auton- 
omy of Local 802.

Hopkins talks about the need for some kind of 
“unemployment insurance,” about old age pensions, 
and what he calls a plan “to decentralize industry.” 


The most significant admission in Hopkins’ re- 
port. is the statement that the starvation of the 
vast army of unemployed is not the “temporary” 
phenomenon which it was cheerfully described to 
be last year, but a permanent feature of American 
life from now on. American capitalism has reached 
the stage in its crisis where it can no longer find 
a place in its profit economy for about 10,000,000 
workers and their families. A vast army of jobless 
permanentl? facing starvation—this is one of the 
results of the development of the most highly de- 
veloped capitalism in the world. 


Nothing could be a more damning indictment of 
the entire system, and more eloquent evidence of 
the need for smashing it than this admission of 
Roosevelt’s relief official. 


| rapes of course, has not the slightest inter- 
est in the public of any intention of providing 
adequate relief and insurance for them. His ac- 
tions during the past year have been sufficient 
evidence of that. He has carried through Roose- 
velt’s relief program, which is the Wall Street pro- 
gram of giving the starving as little as they will 
stand for. 


Hopkins is opposed to the only bill that really

SHANGHAI, China (By Mail).— 
In the month just past, the efforts 
of the Chinese Soviets and the Red 
Army .have met everywhere with 
significant successes, from Fukien 
to Szechwan, giving the lie to the 
false Kuomintang reports on its vic- 
tories. 


The defeat of Chiang Kai-Shek 
in the Kiangsi Province called for 
a change in his tactics. As a re- 
sult, he has moved part of his 
troops into.

10 units, 
each with 600 or 700 men; all un- 
der the command of Comrade Fan 
Teh-mien. 
Strong Red Military Unit 
The military organization has 
evolved into a strong unit, with 
strict. discipline. Attached to the 
army are the political de- 
ts and the G. P. U., under 
the leadership of Comrade Hung 
Shao-yin, a girl. The G. P. U. units 
are each provided with three motor 
boats, and 60 or 70 junks. The red 
guards have two arsenals and make 
a certain amount of ammunition. 
The peasants are willing to stand 
in the van in any battle, although 
they bear only swords and spears, 
because of the lack of firearms. 
Sixty per cent of the erea in each 
county has been brought under the 
domination of the Soviets, with the 
subsequent division of the land. 
The mountains: in this part of the 
province offer obstacles to the ap- 
proach of the K. M. T. bandit troops.

recently hecome more violent, caus- 


ing great anxiety to the K. M. T. 
government at Foochow. Tawanpao,
